never RUSTS” 


J.L. KELLEY, of Tennille, Ga., says: 


“I have always practiced soil building 
and conservation to keep my farm in a 
high state of cultivation. With a liberal 
application of potash I can always 
count on good yields. Last year on 168 
acres I made 161 bales averaging 500 
pounds.
